THE TOMB OF QUEEN THYI. 


At the last meeting of the Society of 
Biblical Archeology, held on the 13th inst., 
Mt, P. Legge in the chair.—A paper by Mr.E. 
R.” Ayrton, entitled ‘The Tomb of Queen Thyi’ 
was read by the Secretary, and well illustratetl 
by lantern slides. In this the author desoribed 
his discovery, while working for Mr. Theodoro 
Davis at the Biban @l-Moluk or Valley ‘of the 
Kings, of a tomb containing a huge wooden 
shrine covered with gold-leaf, and bearing an 
inseription tothe effect that it was made by 
King Khuenaten (the famous “heretic” king) 
for his mother Queen Thiyj, Near it stood a 
couch, on which was laid a coffin containing a 
mummy, which the infiltration of water had 
reduced to a skeleton. The lid of the coffin bore 
an erased cartouche, and the lids ef the van- 
opic jars containing the viscera, instead of 
the usual heads of the tour Genii of the West, 
were carved into alikeness of the queen. Round 
the skull was a gold crown in the torm of a 
vulture with displayed wings, which was put 
on hind part before. A‘mall part of the usoal 
tomb-furniture was scattered about the tomb, 
including the instruments used in theceremony 
of the “Opening of the Mouth,” one of which 
bore the queen’s name. Dr. Elliott Shnith, 
however, upon examining the remains, pro- 
nounced them to be those of a young man not 
older-than twenty-five. Sir Henry Howorth, 
Mr. H. R. Hall, the Hon. W. E. Trefusis, and 
the Secretary (Mr. W. L. Nash) also spoke ; 
andthe Chairman read an extract from com- 
munication by Mr. Maspero, suggesting that 
the body was that ot Queen Thyi’s son-in-aw 
Saandkhit, the immediate successor of “tlie 
heretic,” and that his mummy had been substi 
tuted for hera in the hasté caased by its clan- 
destine removal from ‘Tel-el-Amarna to escape 
the vengeacce of the priests of Amen —an opin 
ion which agreed with that of Mr. H. R. Hall 
expressed earlier in the «discussion.

cargo was responsible for L.B 12,094. The 
corresponding totals from import daty-daring 
the same period last year was L.E. 14,736. The 
total amount from indireet and direct revenue 
during this period was L BE. 37,550, .as against 
L.E. 18,785 daring the same time last year. »

The import duty on tohacco and tombac at 
Port Sudan from Janaary Ist upto the 10th 
inst. totalled L.E. 2,305 as against LB. 16)for 
the corresponding time in the preceding year. 
This lage increase is due to the fact that 
tombac is now cleared at Port Sadan instead 
of Suakim By special arrangement with Khalil 
Pasha Khayat, the concessiousire, tombac im- 
ported at Suakim pays 204 milliémes per oke, 
of which 160 milliémes go to the Government 
and 44 milliémes to the concessionaire. ‘Phe 
actual revenue obtained by the Government 
from the Suakim imports of tombac from the 
ist January to the 1ith inst. amounted to 
L.B. 1,458 as against LE. 1,858 for the. 
period last year, The reason’ is that these im- 
ports are now cleared at Port Sadan. If tomes 
from India and the merehants at the latter 
port only pay 164 milliémes per oke. 

The trade of Suakim will be the subject of a 
separate article. 

Port Sudan, being the port of Khartoum, 
the following customs returns statistics will be 
useful.
